In the following Appendices “A”, “B’, and “C” are summaries of cases and 
deaths by Regierungsbezirk and Land, and case rates by Regierungsbezirk and Land 
for the week ending 1 June, 1946. 


Communicable Diseases: 


The U. S. Zone as a whole has shown a decreased incidence in the reported 
cases of diphtheria and whooping cough for the week ending 1 June 1946. However. 
Land Greater Hesse showed a slight increase in incidence of both diseases. U.S. Sector 
of Berlin reports an increased incidence of dysentery but a decreased incidence of 
both diphtheria and scarlet fever. There were five reported cases of typhus fever 
during the week; two cases in Oberbayern, Land Bavaria, one case in Wiesbaden, 
Land Greater Hesse, and two cases in the U. S. Sector of Berlin. Also in Berlin. 
U. S. Sector, the incidence of malaria shows an increase of one case over last week’s 
high incidence. 


Medical Supplies: 


Ninety-three carloads of supplies, consisting mostly of Quartermaster items for 
medical needs, were received by Land Bavaria to be stored and safeguarded as a 
reserve for future critical situations at which time these supplies will be made 
available to the Bavarian authorities upon approval of the Chief of Public Health 
and Welfare, Office of Military Government for Germany (U.S.). Additional medical 
supplies are expected in the near future and will be handled in the same manner. 
Bremen reports that a list of critically needed medical supplies, not available through. 
normal civilian channels, has been furnished the CRALOG representative for pos- 
sible supply through CRALOG channels. 


Hospitalization: 


It is estimated that buiiding facilities to accomodate approximately 10,000 beds 
are necessary to insure minimal hospitalization requirements, exclusive of 3000 beds 
required for isolation of tubercular cases, in Land Bavaria by this fall. The 
situation is being reviewed with reference to submitting recommendations for making 
available the maximum number of beds. 


Nutrition: 


As the result of a recent nutrition survey in Wesermunde which revealed 
several cases of mainutrition among infants, arrangements have been made for these 
cases to receive supplemental food on prescription and for closer supervision of their 
care. Also, in Wesermunde, in cooperation with the Food Office the supply of 
supplemental milk for hospital diets has been resumed. In Land Bavaria steps have 
been taken to implement the directive establishing the 2300 calory scale for patients 
in hospitals or under medical care.
